Adjutant William Oakc, Fir.niicc Department, T. H. Q. 
ttTjE IS always cheerful." That is how someone described the subject of 
f-\ this sketch to the writer. This is high tribute, but we write it down 
J - JL as well deserved. Adjutant William Oake is one of the most energetic 
members of the Territorial Subscribers Department. His job is no sinecure; 
he has to contend with exactly the same dramatic weather changes to which 
we are subject, he does not get all for which he asks; in his peregrinations 
he" often hits up against people who are afflicted with great variability of 
mood, but certain it is that he carries a smiling countenance which bespeaks 
a cheerful spirit. We like to meet him because he radiates good cheer. Then, 
too, he is a fellow with ideas, packs a generous amount of pep, and makes 
one feel that he is not afraid to grapple with difficulties. He is alert to 
possibilities. In-his composition there is a big streak of forceful Salvation- 
ism. On the platform, if he does not exaetly 
sparkle, he has always got something to say 
deserving of a hearing, and impresses one as 
having a very keen realization of tbe sacred 
responsibility which rests upon the shoulders 
of those who have been especially called to 
minister. 

William Oake is a Newfoundlander, and 
is understandably proud of the fact that he was 
born in Britain's oldest rolony. He was first 
touched by the Spirit of God during his at- 
tendance at a Methodist prayer meeting in his 
native town of Fogo. This was a very definite 
illumination of the way for him, although he 
did not then register his determination to walk 
in it. When he was fourteen years of age he 
went to live at Glace Bay, Nova Scotia, and 
there he got his first glimpse of The Salvation 
Army. The Movement attracted him greatly. 
The hright music, the happy testimonies, the abounding intensity of the 
Salvationists captivated him, and from attending meetings out of mere 
curiosity he attended because he was captured by the spirit of them. 

Adjutant— now Lieut.- Colonel McLean, the Territorial Social Secre- 
tary — was ultimately appointed to take charge of the Glace Bay Corps, and 
it was through his vigorous, compelling persuasion that William Oake was 
led to walk in the way which had been so clearly outlined to him in the 
prayer meeting at Fogo. The Great Episode was registered in the evening 
of March 10th, 1903. Right into the thick of the salvation fight he was 
thrust. The first weeks of his recruitship were weeks of high tension, and 
oft times when he was called upon to take part in the meetings courage 
nearly deserted him, but he plodded on becoming increasingly conscious of 
the wonder and truth of his first public declaration after his conversion — 
"God has wrought a change within." Proud indeed was he the right he was 
enrolled — with fifteen other comrades — as a Soldier in The Army. 

Happy Days in the Field 

A few months after his conversion, in response to a definite call, 
Comrade Oake made application for Officership, was accepted and entered 
the Training Home in Toronto, emerging from that House of Transformation 
in the month nf January, 1904, decked in yellow braid. He was appointed 
to the North West Province and stationed at Carheny. Then came service 
at Selkirk, Carman, Winnipeg III where he assisted Captain— now Staff- 
Captain — Hector Habkirk in the opening, Winnipeg II and then Kenora in 
charge as Lieutenant for a while before donning the red braid. Kenora was 
a lively place in those days — the days of the construction of the Grand 
Trunk railway and the double traeking of the C. P. R. main line. Thousands 
of men were quartered in the town and hundreds of them attended Army 
Meetings, many of them getting converted. Returning to the Western 
capital he commanded Number II Corps before putting in a spell as G. B. M. 
agent for the North West Province, covering the ground west to Edmonton 
from Port Arthur. The Social work then el aimed his services and his next 
appointment as an Officer was in command of Fort William Corps. 

The Adjutant regards his stay at Medicine Hat as being the most 
fruitful of his Field appointments. Records prove that he had a long and 
successful period of comrnand in that city. The Soldiers' roll was doubled, 
a Band of twenty-eight pieces attained a gratifying stage of all round 
efficiency and the present excellent Citadel was erected. 

An illuminating experience was his visit to England in 1914 in con- 
nection with the International Congress. While there he got an expanded 
view of The Salvation Army. Returning to the West he commanded Calgary 
II Corps prior to a two year's stay at Port Arthur. While in this latter city 
he co-operated with the City Offieials in relief work and was appointed 
City Relief Officer. He also operated a rest room for troops who were in 
training. Then the social work was established and it was made distinct 
to the Corps side of affairs. 

Financial Representative for Manitoba 

In 1918 the Adjutant received his present appointment as Financial 
representative for Manitoba. His record as such is indeed a worthy one. He 
has done a considerable amount of work in the direction of organizing the 
incorporated towns and villages for special financial drives and has put on 
"over the top" campaigns at these places with a gratifying measure of 
success. He represented Territorial Headquarters in acquiring and equipping 
the first Red Shield HrJstcl at Port Arthur, pioneered the present form of 
raising finance from the rural districts. He-has traveled over fifty thousand 
miles in the province in four years and is continually on the move by train 
or auto and has often spent as many as four nights a week on the train. 
Mrs. Oake does all in her power to help him, accepting the loneliness 
necessitated by his frequent absences as being amongst the "all things." 
Three acorns are rapidly developing; Harold, Stewart and Grace.

He was bent on pursuing evil, 
and he would have continued until this 
day, but for the grace of God and the 
arrival of The Salvation Army on the 
scene. 

How it all came about we have not 
room to tell. Suffice to say that he 
knelt at the Cress, saw a great Light, 
confessed and forsook his sins whieh 
now he saw in all their ugliness, and 
the Blood of Jesus Christ, God's Son, 
cleansed him from all sin. 

Our reason for telling this story is 
that we may add an evidence of his 
transformation. Once in a while a 
foolish, possibly drunken, man, ignor- 
ing the trade mark of a nose which 
has taken a half-right turn, will 
unload some angry wcrds on to Jack; 
mayhap lie viil strike the very ex- 
pression which was the undoing of 
the P.O., but the effect is different. 

Years of sanctified living have 
deepened Jack's capacity for loving 
the memory of that pietured mother; 
hut they have also taught him that 
he is a stronger man who ean suffer 
in silence than he who resents and 
quickly retaliates with a blow.

F2W "big" public men have been 
more -ready than Lord Northcliffe 
ever was to let it he known that he 
both appreciated and approved the 
aim and work of The Salvation Army. 
There was a moment, forty years ago, 
when it looked as though young Al- 
fred Harmsworth, as he then was, 
might become a Salvationist. 

To those circumstances in later 
years he made more than one refer- 
ence when speaking with friends. One 
of these occasions was at a select 
dinner party on hoard an ocean liner. 
Conversation turned on to religion; 
The Army was mentioned, and one 
of his guests suggested a motive that 
was not altogether worthy of The 
Army's Founder. Lord Northcliffe 
clicked his glass with his knife and 
called the speaker to order with: 

"Gentlemen, all the religion I have 
I ows to Gsiiei-ui EooLh, and I will not 
permit anything derogatory, either to 
him or to his Army, to be said in my 
presence." 

In his own particular affairs, and 
in those big affairs of Empire which 
he ever made his own, Lord North- 
clifTe was not slow to seek the opinion 
and advice of Salvation Army Officers. 
In his recent journey round the world, 
aocl whether in New Zealand or Aus- 
tralia, in China or Japan, Salvationists 
were amongst the first upon whom he 



called for information upon the sub- 
jects which he was reviewing. 

A few days before leaving England 
for Washington upon his appointment 
as chairman of the British War Mis- 
sion, he called upon The General at 
International Headquarters. After a 
very .familiar talk, during which The 
General spoke of eternal things, as 
the two shook hfmds Lord Northc'fffc 
said, "Well, General, you know I some- 
times think I ought to have been one 
of your Captains." 

Though not a large giver, Lord 
Northcliffe was for years a regular 
subscriber to The Army's funds, and 
something of his appraisal of the 
value of The Army's work may be 
measured by the statement he made to 
a leading Officer only a few weeks 
ago: "I have told the authorities that 
for influencing the people for tem- 
perance, for morality, and for good in 
every way I have met with no institu- 
tion in the course of my journey round 
the world whieh comes anywhere near 
that exercised ■ by The Salvation 
Army." 

In a long and deeply interesting in- 
terview with Commissioner Hay, in 
Melbourne, -he showed the deepest 
sympathy with our work for children. 
When in Peking he was full of en- 
couragement and good cheer in his 
talks with Commissioner Pearce.

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THE YOUNG BANDSMAN 

How to Treat Him 

TIE Band Recruits of today are go- 
ing to be the Band Loeals and 
Bandsmen of tomorrow. With such 
a possibility in view a high standard, 
both spiritually iirul musically should 
be kept before the Recruit. When a 
young Bandsman starts out he should 
be made to feei that he is a Soldier 
firstly, then a Bandsman, and accord- 
ing to the sacrifice and energy that 
he puts into his labors as a Bandsman, 
so will his reward be in future years. 
In dealing with young Bandsmen, it 
doesn't do to take them as a whole, 
but according to their different tern* 
perainents or natures they should be 
dealt with individually. If a young 
lad does anything, or behaves in a 
manner that causes anxiety in any 
way, he should be called quietly aside 
and spoken to in a firm but kind man- 
ner and made to feel that such a 
private conversation is for his own 
benefit and future welfare as an Army 
Bandsman. 

Pray and Testify 

The young Bandsman should be 
made to feei, also, that he is not mere- 
ly in the Band to play an instrument, 
but to speak, sing, or pray whenever 
the opportunity is afforded him. A 
good way of encouraging this is to 
get them to speak or pray in the meet- 
ings held privately in the Band-room, 
thus encouraging them to do so pub- 
licly. 

The Bandmaster or Band Sergeant 
should watch the young Bandsmen as 
they take their plaees in the Band, 
and endeavor to find out their parti- 
cular weaknesses or besetments, and 
just where they are lacking they 
should be put on their guard and shep- 
herded by a little advice and help. 
Sometimes a young Bandsman will 
take advantage of any particular in- 
terest that iiiay be manifested in him 
and become a little independent. If 
such be the case he should be shown 
tbat while his services are acceptable, 
yet at the same time the Band could 
still carry on without the same. There 
are times when we are apt to take 
too much notice of the faults and mis- 
takes of young Bandsmen and over- 
look the good qualities. We should 
he just as prompt in recognizing the 
good points in a Bandsman as in ac- 
knowledging those which may be a 
hindrance to him. When dealing with 
young Bandsmen let us remember that 
at one lime we were hoys ourselves, 
and that we should do unto others as 
we would have tham do unto us.

LET THE LOWER LIGHTS BE 
BURNING 

."TpKE real meaning of the imagery 
■*■ used in this well-known song may 
not be""quite intelligible to some who 
are unacquainted with sea lore. 

There are on some rock-bound 
shores two lights, the great, far- 
stretching beams of the upper light- 
house which shine twenty or even 
thirty or more miles out across the 
waters, and the lower light of less 
radius. When miles away out at sea 
the sailors passing on the deep can 
see the warning beams of the higher 
light, but when they come within a 
closer radius, owing to the great . 
height at which the upper lighthouse 
stands, they can see it no longer, and 
its beams, as it were, pass over their 
heads far out to sea. But they then 
come within sight of the smaller light 
placed lower on the rocks below. 

It was owing to the foundering of a 
ship on one occasion, owing to the 
lower lights not being lit that the song 
was written hy an American writer. 
This vessel had been overtaken in a 
storm, and the pilot, when far from 
the shore, saw the far-stretching rays 
of the upper lighthouse and steered 
for the harbor; but coming nearer 
land, where the beams of this upper 
light were lost to the more distant 
sphere, and where he expected to come 
within the radius of the lower lights 
he found them not burning. In the 
storm he was unable to guide Lhe ship 
and the vessel was dashed to pieces 
on the perilous recks. 

So wrote the song writer: 

Let the lower lights be burning. 
Send a gleam across the wave!

Bandsmen, do you develop 
and use this gift to a proper degree? 
From time to time reports reach the 
Editor of splendid work "being ac- 
complished by quartette, sextette, and 
larger parties of Bandsmen who sing, 
as well as play, for the glory of God. 
This is an accomplishment that should 
be cultivated in more of our Bands. 
A good song, well sung, is a help 
to any meeting, while its uplifting in- 
fluences when a great crowd stands 
round the open-air ring, cannot be over 
estimated. The same may be said of 
its power in indoor meetings. We have 
some splendid singing parties is our 
Bands, but there should be many more 



of them. Bo not rn prejudiced as to 
think that brass music is the best and 
most suitable on all occasions, and 
all the time. A male voice party will 
be a power for good anywhere. 

Then there is another aspect of the 
question — there really should be more 
vocalization in our selections. This is 
catered for in many selections (also in 
a number of marches) by the print- 
ing of the words under the music or 
at the bottom of the page. Many of 
the selections especially written for 
Salvation meetings have in them 
strains that can be sung with very 
helpful effect. Try it, putting the same 
care and feeling into your singing as 
into your playing, and in all probabil- 
ity the effeel will surprise and delight 
both yourselves and your hearers. 



INSTRUMENTAL QUARTETTES 

ENOUGH is not made of quartette 
rjlaving in nur festivals. The 
benefits" from such are many, and not 
least amc.igst them those reaped by 
the players. The extra amount of 
practice thus necessitated results in 
increased skill, and a greater measure 
of self-confidence. 

In every Band, generally speaking, 

of" their "fellow's. " These comrades 
should, with practice, develop into an 
efficient quartette party. The lighter 
body of tone from ^a quartette pro- 
vides a pleasant variation from the 
heavy full Band pieces. 

On all occasions in quartette play- 
ing, an equal balance should be aimed 
at. It should be easier to get four 
parts to play with equal strength than 
a full Band of seventeen parts, and 
these "parts" sometimes four and nve 
and more stron%. , 

Increased efficiency is also obtained 
by the fact that there is only one man 
on each part and no one to help over 
a difficult passage. More attention can 
be given to a quartette with a corres- 
ponding benefit to the players.

Watched night and day, a relic of the Ark is preserved 
in Cairo 



WHETHER one believes in Noah's 
* ' Ark or not, there is a bit of it 
nailed up on the inner wall of the 
Jewish synagogue in Cairo — at least, 
so all the travelers' guides affirm. This 
precious bit of splintered wood, several 
square feet, is guarded night and day 
by stalwart believers in the relie, who 
have, incidentally, a soft job. 

Four men guard the piece of the Ark 
by day, but at night the wiseacres take 
the precaution against thieves and 
double bank the guard to eight. Trav- 
elers from all over the world stand in 
awe, more or less, and listen to the 
story of this piece of the original 
Noah's Ark being told by the official 
guide to the temple. It is a splendid, 



if unconvincing, recital, and well 
worth the money one is bound to give 
to the tagging guide. 

The bit of Ark actually looks like a 
piece of fractured timber taken from 
one of the old sailing vessels. It has 
certainly not the dignified appearance 
which one might expect from so 
ancient and historic a landmark in 
human history. It might be any odd 
bit of wood, splintered and made to 
look old — perhaps it is! When one 
looks at it, it is not so much a ques- 
tion of believing, but of pretending to 
believe. 

The visitors who come to view this 
relic are numbered in thousands every 
year. Each one gives a small con- 



tribution towards the upkeep of this 
ancient show-piece, to say nothing of 
the tips demanded by the numerous 
interpreters of history, guides, stray 
Arahs, and street loungers, who de- 
mand some small coin before they will 
divert their unwelcome attentions to 
other victims. 

Altogether, guarding this bit of 
Noah's Ark is quite a profitable busi- 
ness, and it is certain the guards 
would fall asleep if sufficiently bribed, 
so as to enable the over-zealous tour- 
ist to take a chip of the Ark to show 
his family. 

It is recorded that an Australian 
soldier during the war badly wanted 
to take a cutting from the splintered 
relic. The guards refused, and made 
some demonstration of protest; but 
on being shown a bayonet" in one hand 
and some money in the other, they 
became diplomatic and left the mem- 
ory of Noah to the jack-knife of the 
Australian Tommy.

IS YOUR BABY HEALTHY ? 

IF you want to form a correct opin- 
ion as to what class your baby be- 
longs— whether or not he is healthy — 
study the following points: 

What are his weight and his height? 
Weipht alone does not eount. A short, 
solid baby overloaded with fat is not 
necessarily nearly so healthy as a thin 
one, weighing much less. The taller 
the infant, the more he should weigh. 
A fat baby with beavy folds and 
wrinkles round his wrists and ankles 
is certainly unhealthy. 

Regular gains in weight every week 
of about C oz. are better than spas- 
modic jumps. The normal baby is 
7% lbs. at birth, 15 lbs. at six months, 
and 21 lbs. at one year. 

How old was he when he cut his 
first teeth? The healthy baby cuts 
his first teeth when he is about six 
months old. The first teeth to come 
through are the two front ones of the 
upper jaw, and the others follow in 
due order. 

Try These Tests 

Is he strong, with wsll-developed 
muscles? In his own way, the healthy 
babe is just as fit as his healthy dad. 
His muscles are firm: yon can see their 
outline under the skin witli no super- 
fluous fat to disguise- them. If he is 
in good form, at six months of age he 
should be able to sit up without being 
supported; stand at nine months, and 
walk round a chair at one year. 

What are his bones like? If he is 
healthy, his little legs and arms will 
be straight and firm: his joints will be 
small, taut, and neat. 

What is his complexirm like? It 
should be healthy pink all over. The 
sallow, white, or blotchy baby, or one 
with patches of red on each cheek, 
would have no chance of winning at a 
baby-show. 

Does he smile happily? If do, this 
is a sign that his movements are well 
controlled and co-ordinated by his 
nervous system. The stodgy, heavy 
phlegmatic baby, who smiles only with 
an effort, the highly excitable, baby, 
always restless and crying, are neither 
of them all that a baby should be.

A Plain Talk with some wives of to-day as well as 
wives of to-morrow 

TO attain success in any branch of work one must have a definite aim, 
and must make all the details of life bend to the one purpose. Think, 
for example, of the calling of nursing, which is generally accepted as 
being a noble one. The business of a nurse'sjife is to gain knowledge, and 
also the skill to turn that knowledge to accoliiiL. If she is to succeed most 
of her time must be devoted to direct study and practice; even her recrea- 
tions, exercise, rest, food, and dress must be so arranged as to minister to 
her success. Then when she is qualified she will be entrusted with respon- 
sibility. 

In the same manner must we, if we are to be successful In our noble 
calling as wives and mothers, give ourselves wholly to the task of qualifying 
to do it well. The duties of a wife and mother are all-important. She has 
under her care not only human bodies, but immortal souls. In order to be 
the guardian of her children's souls a mother must herself know and love 
the Lord. 

How unfit for the great- work before them are many girls and women 
when they begin their married life. Many of the daughters who are being 
brought up today in working-class or other homes are ill-fitted to become 
successful wives and mothers. 

Importance and Dignity t>f Calling 

Many enter upon marriage with the haziest ideas as to the importance 
and dignity of the calling. They realize neither the high possibilities on the 
one hand nor the lowly duties on the other, and are therefore unfit to grapple 
with either. The consequences are often disastrous. Married life is a very 
much fuller one than the single. It makes greater demands upon time, 
strength, patienee, heart, and mind, reaching up, as time goes on, to higher 
heights of service and descending lo deeper depths of suffering and anxiety. 

The girl who marries without any training is soon face to face with 
difficulties. "If only mother had taught me how to do this and this," she 
will sigh. 

Now, mothers, you will agree that before your daughter is married 
she must first know how to cook. 

Unless she does she will soon find out that a smile and a kiss do not 
make amends for a badly-cooked dinner. If she cannot prepare appetizing, 
wholesome meals, her efforts at housekeeping will go for very little. 

Good cookery is important for several reasons. A common cause of 
illness is badly-cooked meals. Those who regularly have properly-cooked 
food of the right kind enjoy better health than those who do not. 
Acquaintance with Aids to Health 

In tho second place a girl, before she marries, must have some ac- 
quaintance with simple remedies. There will be bad colds and other ailments 
needing attention. Men do not generally bear these things very well. " Her 
husband, forgetting her inexperience, will expect her when he feels ill to 
know just what to give him.

If 
linen is nui. properly washed it becomes a bad color, and poor ironing makes 
even good articles look valueless. On the other hand, much less expensive 
garments may be so well washed that the white things are spotlessly white 
and the colored on»s clear and elean. Then ; if carefully ironed, they will look 
their best and brinj; s keen sense of gratification. 
The One Spot On Earth 

One more thing a woman requires to know is how to make her house 
a real home. This is an art that cannot be taught by advice. But if she is 
alive to its importance and . asks wisdom of God, He will show her how. 
Whether her home be a finely-furnished and expensive house, or the humblest 
and simplest little place, it must be felt by her husband to be the one spot 
on earth where he feels most at peace and at his best. It must be a place 
of rest for him, where he need not discuss his worries unless he feels it 
will help, and. when he does tell tbem ho should be sure of a sympathetic 
bearing. The cushions must not be too fine, to be ased for comfort. He must 
be made to feel that his home-coming is the event of the day towards which 
she has been working.

HOW TO ERASURE WALLPAPER 

Measure every side of the room iinri; 
add the number of feet together; mul- 
tiply the sum obtained by the height 
or the room in feet. To allow for doors 
and windows multiply the height, of 
each by the width; add all together 
and deduct from amount. Then divide 
by thirty-six; the result is the number 
of single pieces required for side 
walls. Some allowance should be made 
for matching and waste. To measure 
a ceiling, multiply the length of your 
room in feet by the width in feet, "lb.cn 
divide the result by thirty-six. The 
number of yards of border required 
is the number of feet .iround the room 
divided by three. 

To Clean Oil Paintings 
Coated dirt on oil-painted pictures 
is removed by washing with warm 
water, then covering with spirit of 
wine, renewed for ten minutes and 
washing off with water without nib- 
bing. Spots should be gently rubbed 
with soft linen dipped in oil. 

To Wash Chamois Leather 
The best way to wash chamois 
leathers is in good soap water and not 
to put them In clear water at all. Males 
the soap water "in this manner: Boil 
about % lb. yellow soap in two quarts 
of water until dissolved. Put half of 
this into a bowl, and add a little cold 
water to make the soap water just 
nice and warm. Wash the dirt out in 
this and finish in the othtr half of soap 
and water. Squeeze out as much as 
possible and dry in the open air.
